Need of a B ig g e r Canal. 
Those who have argu ed that the 
Panama canal shou ld b e constru cted 
w’ith a view to maritime conditions in 
the fu tu re have fresh ammu nition in 
the present tendency to mammoth con­ 
stru ction in b attleships and other ves­ 
sels which will wish to sail across the 
isthmu s. 
Already the constru ction of 
ships which cou ld not pass throu gh 
the locks now b eing b u ilt has b een 
b egu n. 
Progress in shipb u ilding may 
b e expected to b ring ab ou t still larger 
ships b efore the cau a! is completed, a 
period at least five and prob ab ly ten 
years ahead of u s.

governor b y the resignation of Henry S. Lane. 
He was elected governor in

On Jan. 
24, 1867, having b een elected to the United States senate, he resigned the 
governorship and served in the senate u ntil his death, Nov. 1, 1877.

Oscar Erbslo eh o f the German Aero ­ 
nautic fed eratio n, who pilo ted the big 
ballo o n Po mmern 880 miles,, fro m St. 
Lo uis to A 
8 bury Park, N. J., recently , 
to ld ho w be and his aid , II. H. Clay ­ 
to n, wo n the reco rd breaking interna­ 
tio nal cup co ntest, say s the New Yo rk 
Jo urnal. 
“Our flight,” said he, “was o ne o f the 
pleasantest I hav e ev er mad e. At the 
same time it was the lo ngest, so far as 
d istance and time are co ncerned . I can 
say that the race w’as a d ecid ed suc­ 
cess. 
Our ballo o n, named after its 
o wner, Freiherr v o n I lo w aid o f Po m­ 
mern, wo n the first prize d uring the re­ 
cent internatio nal race at Brussels, just 
six weeks ago . I was in the ballo o n 
then, and wre sailed G30 miles and w*ere 
in the air twenty -nine and a half ho urs. 
The trip just end ed was a much lo nger 
o ne, fo r we remained in the air fo rty 
ho urs and co v ered mo re than 
1 ,1 0 0 
miles, altho ugh we can co unt o nly 
abo ut 8 8 0 o r thereabo uts, the d irect d is­ 
tance between St. Lo uis and Asbury 
Park. 
“The basket is o f the o rd inary wicker 
kind , and o n the sid es o f It wrere 
fastened large pieces o f co rk to keep us 
aflo at if the ballo o n d ro pped into wa- 
ter. 
We also carried an ancho r and 
the usual lengths o f ro pe. 
Our o utfit 
was v ery slend er, because we wanted 
to carry as little weight as po ssible. 
The fo o d w*as carried in two hampers, 
which we used as seats in the basket. 
We had tea and co ffee, bread , chicken 
and mutto n stew*. 
We also carried 
mineral water, cid er and a few’ bo ttles 
o f w ine. Oh, we d id no t fare bad ly at 
all in the air as far as the fo o d ques­ 
tio n was co ncerned .

“Altho ugh Mr. Clay to n 
had nev er 
mad e a ballo o n ascensio n befo re, he 
w’as familiar with all the tricks and 
therefo re so o n learned that the cur­ 
rent away up was stro nger than in the 
lo wer regio ns and that at the higher 
altitud e the current was setting in an 
easterly d irectio n. 
We figured o ut 
that w ith go o d luck and careful watch­ 
ing we might land in the New Eng­ 
land states. 
“So when the signal was giv en and 
we cast lo o se we aro se first to an alti­ 
tud e o f 150 meters and fo und a light 
breeze fro m the so utheast w’hleh car­ 
ried o ur ballo o n in a no rthwesterly d i­ 
rectio n. 
Tliis w’o uld 
no t d o at all. 
Either we had mad e a miscalculatio n 
and wo uld hav e to alter o ur co urse 
o r we wo uld hav e to lo o k fo r o ther 
currents. 
Then we threw o ut so me 
o f o ur ballast and so o n read ied an 
altitud e o f nearly 3,000 feet. We threw 
fo ur bags o f sand o v erbo ard and fo und 
what we had beeu lo o king fo r—a go o d 
current which carried us o n a no rth- 
no rtheasterly co urse. 
“I am afraid we miscalculated o ur 
co urse a little and tho ught we were 
farther to the no rth than we really 
w’ere. 
If we had go ne as we had in­ 
tend ed to go we wo uld hav e land ed 
farther to the eastward and w’o uld 
hav e co v ered a greater d istance no 
d o ubt. 
But I blame the American 
charts fo r that. 
The v ery best charts 
I co uld get were tho se issued by the 
po sto ffice d epartment in Washingto n, 
but they d o no t sho w’ the po st ro ad s 
no r d o they lo cate 
the 
mo untains. 
There were times when w’e were in 
d o ubt as to the ex act lo cality and had 
to d escend to make abso lutely certain. 
We wo uld call o ut to peo ple belo w 
thro ugh a megapho ne to tell us w here 
we w’ere. It was v ery unsatisfacto ry .”
